WASHISOTON, April T.—Much comment is 


indulged in in army circles aa to the exact 
stntuH of Fllz-Johu Porter since hia examin- 
ation by tbe recent military inquiry.

President has no power to restore him to 
the rolls of the army, should he so desire. 


It is claimed by tbe judge advocate gener- 


al that the organization from wbioh General 
Porter was dismissed is no longer m exist- 
ence, and therefore should Congresa restore 
him it will be necessary for them to create 
n place for him, ns nil grades are now filled. 
Nor could his arrearages of pay be allowed, 
as there would be no precedent by which it 
could bo computed. Any legislation, there- 
fore, adopted in his case would have to fir 
hia rank and his pay. 


Tho Democrats, who are interesting them- 


selves iu his be'half, propose to place him at 
the head of the list of colonels, and pay him 
his arrearages from the time of dismissal in 
1SG2 
on that basis. In the event of failure 


in this they propose to retire him on the 
pay of brigadier general. 


A number of Kepublictins in Congress and 


many old officers of the army, .who, notwith- 
standing the decision of tbe revisory tribu- 
nal, believe that Porter was properly dis- 
missed, and Chan ell or, Logun, Gnrfield and 
others, will strongly oppose ins restoration. 
This nttoinpt will revive jnanyreminigcencieR 
of the second Bull Run campaign, ns partici- 
pants on both aides nro now on tho floor of 
Congress.

NEW YORK, April 8.—A despatch from 


Leavenwnrth, Kaa., guys nbont 2000 negroes 
from Mississippi and Louisiana nro now in 
that state, nud others nro arriving by nearly 
every boat. They aro cmnrterecl in Leaven- 
worth, Wynudotte nnd Topeka. A few have 
scattered out to other pnrts of the state, 
seeking work ns farm hands or at anything 
else they are capable of doing, but the main 
army is still encamped in the three towns 
mentioned. They are willing to work. A 
few of tbe men find work at odd jobs about 
town, nud soino of tbe women as house ser- 
vants. They havo no plnns for the future. 


They started with tho intention of com- 


ing to Kansas, nnd having arrived here, are 
completely nt sen. They hove not money 
enough to provida for themselves while n 
crop might be growing, even if they could 
purehnso land, nnd citizens are trying to 
assist them in various ways, but they will 
require more than local nid. They all tell 
tbe same story, nnd give the sanis reason 
for leaving the South—"political and social 
proscription imd persecution." They nre 
afraid to express or entertain sentiments con- 
trnry to those of the white majority and sny 
tbat political rights, so far AS tho black man 
is concerned in'tho South, nre a mockery. 


In addition to political persecutions of 


which they complain, they say it is impossi- 
ble for a colored mnu, under tbo present 
condition of nffftirs, to make oven a passa- 
ble living for himself nnd family, every- 
thing being consumed by tho landlord and 
store-keeper. They say they bad rnther die 
free in Kansas than remain whero they 
were, with nothing before them better than 
a living denth, nnd a worse condition than 
that from which the war released them.
